friend of Abraham Lincoln's. 

Edwin E. Slosson who came to 
Rollins last spring will return this 
year for a longer stay. He is a cele¬ 
brated author, editor, and scientist, 
and is the director of the Science 
Service in Washington, I). C. His 
book, “Creative Chemistry'' is wide¬ 
ly used throughout the country. Dur¬ 
ing his stay at Rollins this year, Dr. 
Slosson will hold the chair of “Pro¬ 
fessor of Things in General," the 
first of its kind in educational his¬ 
tory. 

Rollins is fortunate this fall in se¬ 
curing six foreign students through 
the Institute of International Edu¬ 
cation.

of New York, concert organist and 
composer is in the organ depart¬ 
ment. 

Harvey Clemens, who was for¬ 
merly connected with Northwestern 
Conservatory is the instructor in 
theory. 

Mrs. Hilda Knapp/formerly of 
Northwestern Conservatory is in¬ 
structor of harp.
